The recent firing of Bob Steffes by the Willi- 
amson St, Coop, for purely political reasons is 
a further example of a disturbing trend within 
the cooperative community. The call for unity, 
simultaneous with the adoption of a rather far- 
row political line, makes it inevitable that som 
will fall bythe wayside. 

The immediate issue that led the entire staff 
minus Bob to agree to purge the lone dissident 
was hiring. Should the Willy St. Coop take on in- 
stitutional sexism and make its minor attempt to 
diminish male dominance of society? Should 
this be done regardless of local conditions ? 

Specifically, the Bob-less staff insisted that 
the next person hired had to be a woman. Stef- 
fes felt that there were better qualified males in 
terms of their ''seniority"--working up the ranks 
as volunteers. This superficial difference was 
only the tip of the iceberg. At issue was to what 
extent feminism (and what kind of feminism) 
would direct the coop's operation and, more bro- 
adly, to what extent differences in political ide- 
ology among store workers would be tolerated. 

To many, Steffes personified the coop. His 
PR'ish cheerfulness contrasted strikingly with 
the "I'm*such-a-martyr-for-working-here"’ 
grumpiness of some workers and the оуегвегі- 
ousness of almost all the others. But Steffes 

was sacrificed on the altar of feminism. | 

Feminism as a movément has existed in 
Madison for quite some time. Radical femin- 
ism is an essential part of any revolutionary 
strategy for social change. But a few recent 
examples of Madison movement feminism un- 
derscore the fact that feminism, in and of it- 
self, is not revolutionary. А local liberal news- 
paper, which considers itself the community

newspaper, devoted ап issue of its paper to In- 
ternational Women's Day. One article lamented 
the fact that there were not enough women bos- 
ses іп the state bureaucracy--the need for bos- 
was not questioned. At various general & 
committee meetings of this year's May Day co- 
alition, different women questioned the propriety 
of using the word "worker" in May Day leaflets 
and propaganda, because it might alienate femin- 
ists who were offended at the word "worker. " 
The major point is that being a woman or a 
feminist is not radical per se. This point 
seems to bé missed increasingly often. A wo- 
man is not inferior or superior toa man. Only 
bigots, who don't fit into any left radical move- 
ment, would contest that. Liberal attempts to 
create more women bosses or other do-goodie 
"affirmative action! projects are as irrelevant

today as were m/paternalistic crumbs thrown 
towards blacks a decade ago, and scorned by 
both revolutionary blacks and women. We suf- 
fered through a massive liberal guilt trip with 
blacks. Do we have to go through another one 
over women? Should a white man be miserable, 
ashamed, and guilt-ridden for life because he 
can't be a lesbian or a black militant? Obvi- 
ously not, but socialist feminism is melting in- 
to liberal feminism with a double side order of 
guilt. . 

Bob Steffes is a victim of this proce: will 
his firing mean that only people sharing a liberal 
or lesbian feminism perspective (both varieties 
are there) will be allowed to work there? Will 
there soméday be a discount for shoppers who 
say they are "feminists?" Almost two years 
ago, the (white male) power-grabbers forced 
a split in the staff of Free For All, culminat- 
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ing in the founding of № Limits, because they 
could not tolerate political differences. One 
can choose to ignore a newspaper, but near 
East-siders need to shop at their coop. For 
this reason, the coop must expand its political 
horizon both for staff and shopping members. 
Remember, it is usually those who call for po- 
litical unity who make it impossible for it to ex- 
ist, except under their firm tutelage. 

(No doubt we will be accused of being ''sex- 
ist" or ''anti-feminist, " because we have re- 
fused to censor our opinions about thi:

Welcome to Freedom Kamp! 


In the events surrounding the occupation 
lurk several essential questions any radical 
must ask himself/herself. How is it that a 
Bierarchical power structure became the or- 
ganizational model of an alternative education- 
al center run by "marxists"? How is it that 
all the best intentions of a community to estab- 
lish an organic cultural life are obstructed by 
opportunists rationalizing their practice with 
dogma? And finally, what should an alterna- 
tive high school be, both academically and 
culturally? 

One of the most excruciating contradictions in 
entire episode is the inability of those in a 
decision making capacity at freedom house to 
discriminate between the people and the forces 
which are the legitimate enemies of the produc- 
ing classes. Why were the police, that repres- 
sive element of the bourgeois state apparatus 
called in to keep concerned members of the com- 

ity from attending school meetings which 


open to the public? This constitutes dictatorial 
exclusion of the people by the staff in the name of 
the “correct line". This, very simply, is anti- 
communist practice couched in the sacred texts 

of scientific socialism. Only recognized enemies 
of the producing clas: should be dealt with in 
atyrannical manner. The individuals who are the 
people must be approached with a democratic per- 
suasiveness, not the coercive denial of armed 
guards at the door. This sort of practice doe: 
not broaden the base of revolutionary struggli 
it only antagonizes the progressive members of 
the community and makes the prospects of so- 
cial transformation seem either hideously distant 
or ludicrously adolescent. 

If we are dedicated to forging a new society 
which does not bow down before the icons of 
corporate profit; we must create space for every~ 
one, but most especially the young, to develop 
new models of perceptions and social interaction. 
Modes of behavior which do not mirror and per- 
petuate the ugly axioms imposed by the capitalist 
class so that it might endlessly extend their psy- 
chotic domination. Spring is inevitable, revolu- 
tion is not! We must use our collective imagin- 
tions to seize tornorrow and not await the mech- 
anical dawn of the labor camps, This is what 
any alternative school must be: a place where 
knowledge, trust, and creativity would inter- 
mingle--a place of support and inspiration. A 
place where the great dream of the people's

1) A relationship between the Spanish anar- 
chists and the terrorist Baader-Meinhof band 
in Germany, even though the latter are Marx- 
ist-Leninists, 

2) A violent demonstration of'the extreme 
right on the Ramblas in Barcelona which used 
CNT banners to accuse the CNT of the violence. 

3) Accusations of violence against the Liber- 
tarian Youth, in spite of their public declarations 
against violence, 

4) A "brilliant action" by the political police 
in Barcelona who "found" an arsenal in the head- 
quarters of a local CNT’ union of bombs, pistols, 
machine guns, etc., alleged to be collected for 
the destruction of the church or the State. 

The Social Political Brigade of the Police 
Department is one of the must durable arms 
of repression of the Spanish government. Its 
methods of operation, records and archives go 
back to the 19th century, except for the period 
of the Civil War, 1936-39, when the Commu- 
nist Party took over this operation with its 
own people and the same anti-labor policy.

reducing labor's demands, boycotting labor's 
campaigns, collaborating with the state in the 
repression of the labor movement. 

The Minister of Labor, Senor Jiminez de 
Parga, spoke of the "identity of interests and 
standards of Management and the CCOO." The 
General Secretary of the Socialist General 
Union of Workers (UGT), Nicolas Renondo, 
denounced the strategy of the Suarez govern- 
ment in favoring and supporting the activities 
of the Communist unions. Santiago Carillo, 
general secretary of the Spanish Communist 
Party, has a political understanding with Sua- 
rez and offers the use of his union organiza- 
tion, CCOO, as the instrument to control in- 
subordination and revolt on the part of the 
workers, 

This is the policy of "Eurocommunism" 
which is offered as a new "democratic" phil- 
osophy of the Communist parties of Spain, 
Italy, and France, Some of its characteristics 
are: 

1) an alliance with the right to get closer 
to power, 

2) attacks on the Socialist parties and on 
the radical left (ecologists, anarchists, homo- 
sexuals, feminists, prisoners) and on all social 
forces who denounce their collaboration with 
established political powers. 

3) opposition to revolution through use of a 
parliamentary strategy. 

4) offering business the submission of the 
labor movement which it terrorizes with its 
efficient bureaucracy working at various lev- 
els: agreements with business, demagogy, ter- 
rorism against opponents of their agreements, 
slogans to confuse the workers, communist 
phraseology that they use like merchandise, 

Nicolas Redondo charged the government 
with giving lahor's patrimony to the ССОО. 
This is поб ап accident, but a contract to buy 
and sell: the Communists are selling the sub- 
mission of the workers, and in exchange they 
are getting the affices, money, political con- 


oration, 

Jean-Paul Sartre, one of the great teachers 
of contemporary political philosophy, charac- 
terized the policy of the Communist Party as 
FASCISM, 

He stated: "Fascism had civil and military 
chiefs, dictators supported by a great party, a 
great fascist party that controlled the masses 
and terrorized them." Sartre then described 
the mechanics of @ontrol and political brutality 
used by the Communist Party: "Рог some time 
now I have been pointing out that the great 
party that serves the dictators is the Commu- 
nist Party. The Communist Party acts like a 
fascist party, working among the masses not 
to tell them the truth but to terrorize them, " 

The Communist Party is getting its pay 
from the Suarez government in the union "elec- 
tions" now being held in the style of the Fran- 
covera. Elections are held when requested by.

The CNT challenged the carefully developed 
plan of the government and the "political" un- 
ions for nationwide plant elections for union 
representation, They support the workers! as- 
semblies, shop meetings of all workers in the 
plant regardless of union or party affiliation 
against permanent union structures. They re- 
gard the shop meeting or workers! assembly as 
the only way to achieve worker solidarity for 
collective bargaining, and the most democratic 
expression of the interests and demands of the 
workers, 

Although the Communists received only 9% 
of the vote and the Socialists 30% of the vote 
in the recent national election for the Cortes 
(parliament), the Communists have won 37.9% 
of the 80,415 labor delegates elected to date, 
and the Socialists 31%, 

All of the political and trade union organi- 
zations in Spain, except the CNT and small ex- 
treme left groups, have accepted the "social 
pact" developed by Prime Minister Adolfo Sua- 
rez. The pact provides’ that wages and prices 
will be controlled for two years; workers' de- 
mands cannot be higher than the increase in 
the price index; employers have the right to 
discharge up to 5% of their workers. 

The CNT and the anarchists together with 
small extreme left groups, are isolated in their 
opposition to the "social pact." The daily 
press, radio and TV are denied to them. 
Persecution is again a common experience of 
the libertarian movement, this time with the 
consent of the political opposition, Everything 
will be done to suppress and dismantle the 
organizations that do not subscribe to the 
"social pact." 

It appears that the Suarez government and

cratic Prime Minister Andreotti resigned two 
months ago, All that had been left of the state- 

_ capitalist apparatus was a very shaky alliance 
between the Ch@stian Democrats and the Com- 
munists, who in turn have’ virtually no control 
over the country's three mutually antagonistic 
and doubtfully reliable police bodies. Scarcely 
had a new agreement been reached between the 
two parties, when news came of the abduction 
of Aldo Moro, boss of the ruling Christian Dem- 
ocratic Party, by the revolutionary Marxist 
"Red Brigades." He underwent a people's tri- 
al for the serious crime of oppressing the work- 
ing class. Shortly before NO LIMIT's press 
time he was sentenced to death and his suicide 
shortlygollowed. 

None of the 40 Italian governments which 
have taken office since 1945 һауе been able to 
deal adequately with the nation's economic pro- 
blems. The various ministries of thé "7015 
however, have proven themselves to be parti- 
cularly incompetent. The system began to fall 
apart altogether during February and March of 
last year when a two-week occupation of the Un- 
iversity of Rome sparked a wave of street-fight- 
ing that swept the entire country. 

In Rome, Bologna, Milan, Turin, and even 
the conservative South, the disparate radical 
groups came to the front, held sgreet meetings 
ofall kinds, and carried on with the actions they 
had taken before, only on a far wider scale. 
Feminist groups hunted down known rapists and 
beat them up--a remarkable move in this most 
sexist of societiés. Other factions, the Metro-

% Bert Lance, late pride of the Carter admin- 
istration, bounced quickly back from obscurity 
with the sale of his mortgaged National Bank of 
Georgia stock to Ghaith Pharon, a Saudi Arab- 
ia businessman represented by John Connally's 
Texas law firm. Pharon bought Lance's 200 
thousand shares at $20 per, $3 a share more 
than the current market value. Lance, deposed 
head of the Office of Management and the Bud- 
get, made over $360, 000 on the deal. Lance, 
obviously an astute businessman if not also a 

sharp dealer, will advise Pharon on future in- 


Lance would be free to advise Arabs until the 
cows come home if he were dealing as a private 
person, a forgotten and somewhat shady aspect 
of Carter's good-ole-boy side, a freely-admit- 
ted error in personal judgement. But on Jan. 
20th, at Carter's request, Lance served as 
master of ceremonies and chief fund-raiser at 
а $1000-a-plate dinner in Atlanta honoring the 
first anniversary of Carter's inaugural. This 
coming 4 months after Lance's resignation in 
disgrace, only 1 month after Pharon's purchase, 
Lance's close friendship with the president con- 


On his own, Lance is being investigated by 
the Justice Department, the SEC, the FDIC, 
the IRS, the Federal Election Commission and 
а grand jury now convened in Atlanta, 

At the beginning of his administration Carter 
saw Lance as his one adult and equal who could 
talk to businessmen as their equal, if not bet- 
ег. Despite massive evidence to the contrary, 
Carter retains his trust in Lance and regularly 
asks his advice on economic and budget pro- 
blems. Lance sits in the catbird seat, unob- 
trusively at Carter's shoulder, commanding 
$4000 minimum for personal appearances, of- 
ten mentioned as a candidate for public office 
in Georgia. He assures one and all that hie 
happy position, his spécial relationship with 
the president keeps him safe from investiga- 
tions--and offers many benefits, Point noted-- 
Phąron was not the only Arab investor bidding 
for Lance's stock. 

Before his brief summer in the White House, 
Lance had borrowed heavily to finance expan- 
sion and purchase of subsidiary banks for the 
National Bank of Georgia, and at the same time 
spent mightily in the Carter campaign. Only 
the year before, in 1975, he had purchased the 
NBG, again.on borrowed money (his shares in 
the NBG serving as collateral for both loans) 
and assumed its presidency, after running up 
nearly half a million dollar personal debt in 
running unsuccessfully for governor of Georgia 
in 1974. In 1977 he jumped to Washington, "walk- 
ing off from his multiple juggling balls, expect- 
ing then never to fall," to argue for sound bud- 
geting and careful bookkeeping in the Federal 
system.

Happily the balls tumbled, Lance looked at- 
tractive in a newsless summer devoid of Egyp- 
tian commandoes and the ensuing media blitz- 
krieg brought to light over 50 irregularities, 
questionable practices,“unsound banking, uses 
of overdrafts and correspondent accounts. He 
owed $3.4 million to First National of Chicago, 
a loan which covered a $2.7 million indebtness 
plus $700 thousand in interest to Hanover of New 
York. Both loans were secured with the same 
collateral, Lance's stock in NBG.

Lance, though а prime target for Arabian 
cash considering his White House connections, 
is far from the only American "public servent" 
profiting from present or past connections, The 
Arab oilmen are interested in reinvesting their 
dollars soundly; they are willing to`pay quite 
heavily for influence,. where possible, and in-

The Arabian connection now covers а vast 
and growing number of, largely, former Nixon 
administration officials who are playing middle- 
men to Arab and Iranian petrodollar millionaires 
seeking to invest in the US. John Connally, for- 
mer secretary of the treasury, and, naturally, 
big in Texas oil, is widely admired in the Middle 
East. Supreme spook Richard Helms consults 
on Iranian money affairs from Washintgon. Nix- 
on's former secretary of state, William Rod- 
gers, former veep, Spiro Ted Agnew, and var- 
ious undersecretaries and CIA agents pander 
their wares and assorted influences throughout 
the oil states. Although Agnew is predictably 
valueless, Rodgers has been useful to the Iran- 
ian Pahlavi Foundation, handling their US legal 
work. Among the Foundation's acquisitions is 

а piece of the First Wisconsin National Bank in 
Milwaukee. 

Other administrations share in the booty. 
Fred Dutton, an assistant secretary of state 
under Kennedy, pockets over $200 thovand a 
year on retainer from Saudi Arabia--this com- 
ing after he had represented Mobil ОН in the 
Middle East--which job he obtained after Ken- 
nedy's death through Sen. William Fulbright, 
whose law firm, Hogan and Harston, is regi- 
stered аз a foreign agent for the United Arab e 
Emirate. 

"We discuss what is in the papers," he says. 
"What's happening in the administration and on 
capitol hill, I give him my judgements." 


Most expensive consultant in the Middle East 
is Kermit Roosevelt, grandson of Teddy, of 
Panama Canal fame. His firm, Kermit Roose- 
velt & Associates, charges up to $75 thousand 
just to listen to a problem. The solution costs 
extra. His credentials back up his value; while 
station chief for the CIA in Tehran during the 
fifties, he is credited with masterminding the 
downfall of Mohammed Mossadegh, the premier 
of Iran who briefly ntaionalized the US and Brit- 
ish oil companies in 1953. Mossadegh was suc- 
ceeded by our staunch ally Shah Riza Pahlavi 
and his SAVAK, 

Much of the contact between Nixonites and pe- 
troArabs came about through the oil embargo 
and crisis of 1973. Through a complicated ser- 
ies of economic manipulations "these men set up 
the oil dollars recycling process that sent money 
paid by the US, Japan and Europe for oil back 
through the banking system to finance the huge 
international payment deficits created by the 
costly oil"'--moving imaginary money, theore- 
tical dollars, real economic loss, to cover 
mindless waste of power, cars driving in cir- 
cles, heated shopping malls, snowmobile: 
greedily we consume and pay the Arab again 
and again, more and more. 

What action that doesn't take place in Wash- 
ington centers around Texas, Connally's turf, 
favored by Arabs for the physical climate, the 
oil connection, and the political atmosphere. 
(Even Great Britian, buoyed by visions of 
North Sea petrosalvation, has opened a grand 
new consulate in Houston.) Connally, known to 
the Arabs as a man who gets things done, keeps 
а low profile but has been known to "introduce 
people." Including presumably, his client and 
partner in the Main Bank of Houston, Pharon, 
and Carter's Pride, 

To this date OPEC countries have invested 
nearly $50 billion in the US, mostly into port- 
folio investments, and the largest part of that 
in US government issues. The Saudis are the 
largest single shareholder in the Federal Na- 
tional Mortgage Association, indebting quite a 
few American homeowners to OPEC for their 
mortgage money. The Federal government 
has recently "officially" encouraged Arabs to 
change their investments to equity properties-~ 
in one case, the debt-ridden National Bank of 
Georgia. 

Petrodollars remain strong despite a world- 
de oil glut. this seeming paradox stems from, 


the glut, which even at presently accelerating 
rates of use will last until 1982, greatly re- 
duces the sense of urgency that is needed for 
Congress to make choices that are the least 
bit painful. The energy crisis looks less and 
less the moral equivalent of war; patriotic dom- 
estic oil companies report profiteering up 6.4% 
in 1977, 

The implications are enormous. In а world 
where oil is thicker than blood, anything is pos- 
sible. Iran and Saudi Arabia, the greater part 
öf OPEC, desperately desire to arm Somalia in 
the Horn of Africa; their oil routes to Egypt, Is- 
rael (who overtly arms Ethiopia to avoid a pan- 
Arabian Horn), and much of the West аге threa- 
tened by a Soviet-Cuban takeover of the region, 
Now Carter hesitates, but as the war becomes 
more ahd more an oil war, an international 
struggle for naval bases on the Horn and the 
„American agents of these oil magnates become 
more yociferous, his resolve must slacken. Al- 
ready the Cubans are warned to stop at the Som- 
ali border but how soon until US Marines join 
the CIA agents in Dijibouti and Harrar "protect- 
ingour interests"? 

Fascinating prospect--these men in high of- 
fice entranced and bemused by petrodollars, 
from us to them, the Arabs reinvesting in in- 
dustry and politicians, the middlemen with 
their percentage, and to us a lovely cloud of 
smoke, smog, fifty million stinking cars hap- 
pily sput- sputtering from coast to coast, bor- 
der to border and then some...

Pollution: The Race for Destruction 


Who will destroy the world first? the gov- 
ernment, or the corporations? Will our world 
exit via capitalist in-fighting, military style? 
or will it-die a slow death, cancerous crea- 
tures in а cancerous environment, after one 
too many pollution incidents finally changed 
the balance of nature in favor of constant pol- 
Нот? The prospect їз not totally fantastic 
(check out a present-day Gary, Indiana), The 
profits with pollution mentality universally

taken bý the corporations makes it alrnost in- 
evitable, unless they are preceded by а nucle- 
ar war or perhaps a fallen, burned-out deadly 
nuclear satellite. In any event, should the 
most recent push for nuclear power be suc- 
cessful, we should realize we are now sitting 
on the edge of a new era which radioact 
ity will reiga and cancer will slowly and pain 
fully weed азау. 


We are getting pretty inured to "pollution 
incidents," but the media seem to focus atten- 

none Variety at а time, So far this year 
‘it has been train wrecks, The National Trans- 
portation & Safety Board estimates that there 
аге 6,000 to 7,000 derailments а year--that 
amounts іо: about 20 a day, A major reason is 
that the road beds are shot, and the railroads 
are doing very little to fix them. The таЙ sys- 
tem has lost a lot of business to less ecologi 
cal but more efficient trucks, but in light of 
the federal government's willingness to bail 
out the railroads a la Con Rail, what incentive 
is there but to raise corporate salaries, de- 
clare bankruptcy, and let the tracks go to hell? 
Another problem is that rail cars are longer 
and heavier while the rails are not getting any 
stronger. But the crux of the matter is that a 
derailment is, of itself, no big deal. The crap 
that spills as a result is. 

Acetaldehyde, tetrahydrofuran, methyl-ethyl- 
ketone, epichlorohydrin, acrylonitrile, ethylene 
oxide, vinyl chloride, butadiene--all of these 
highly toxic (and most of them explosive) chem- 
icals were spilled in a three-week period ear- 
lier this year. Most of these only caused tem- 
porary evacuations, but two of them evoked па- 
tional attention by causing a number of death 
(The description of how the chlorine gas liter- 
ally choked people to death should have been a 
sobering reminder of what could happen to the 
world if the industrial fanatics continue to play 
with their deadly toys.) How long will it be 
before a train carrying nuclear wastes derails 
and the unbreakable containers spill open and 
leave an area the size of Wisconsin contami- 
nated for the indefinite future? Requiring tank- 
er cars to be a lot more burst-proof is at 
best a short-term solution, Putting liability 
for spills on the chemical companies instead 
of оп the railroads would be the fastest way 
to achieve this. But the long-term answer is 
to stop producing and using these carcinogenic 
chemicals. Often non-toxic alternatives can be 
found, but if some "indispensable" products 
such as plastics could no longer be manufac- 
tured, is that worse than a race of writhing, 
cancerous semi-corpses? I think not. 

Of course we may not be around for the 
pollution shutdown. With the sops towards pal- 
lution control to appease the apolitical envi- 


ronmental one-issueites, the appearance of 
chemical Armageddon has probably been de- 
layed. Bat never fear, other dangers abound, 
For instance, the January 24th “landing” of a 
nuclear-powered Soviet spy satellite in north- 
ern Canada gave most of us a shock to real- 
ize that radioactive satellites are capable of 
popping down anyday. There are at least 24 
of them up there, most of them designed to 
plague the earth 600 years from now (at 
which time, they probably figure, there will 
be no life on this planet anyway), but one 
came down already and why might not the 
others? For days after the satellite hit, one 
"expert" after another claimed that it had def- 
initely burned in the upper atmosphere; a re- 
port of radioactive "hot z

Any supposed crisis, 
though, is enough to cause ап ‘emergency 
lifting" of bans оп certain types of pollution 
(usually the government giving in to corporate 
blackmail and lies), some of which are never 
reimposed. The Council on Environmental 
Quality admits that the goal to make all US 
waters fishable and swimmable by 1983--quite 
а goal considering many American rivers, ав 
Cleveland's Cuyahoga proved, are actually 
flammable--is a long way from being reached.

NASA now plans to send a space shuttle and 
some astronauts into orbit to control its de- 
scent or shoot it into higher orbit. Maybe as- 
tronauts will be able to contain any future sa- 
tellite crashes and make this fear obsolete. It 
nevertheless does not excuse the Star Wars 
fantasies of the Pentagon (see Nation, March

In a more ideological vein, the Rich- 
mond, Virginia, Whig called for a broad educational 
program in industrial diligence. “[In] educating the 
industrial morale of the people . . . the work of incul- 
cating industrial ideas and impulses, all proper agencies 
should be enlisted—family discipline, public school edu- 
cation, pulpit instruction, business standards and re ` 
quirements, and the power and influence of the work- 
ingmen’s associations. 


Helen Woodward, the leading 
woman copywriter of the 1920s, added that in order to 
write effective copy, the writer should avoid the produc- 
tive arena religiously. “If you are advertising any prod- 
uct,” she warned, “never see the factory in which ic 
was made. ... Don't watch the people at work... - 
Because, you sec, when you know the truth about 
anything, the real, inner truth—it is very hard to write 
the surface Muff which sells it."% 


By the 19205, however, industry was aware that the 
austerity of factory life which most workers experienced 
undermined the attempt to create a widespread con- 
sciousness of industrial commodities as forming an 
affirmative and indulgent culture. Within business 
thinking, then, it appeared necessary to eradicate the 
productive process from the ideology that surrounded 
the prodicts. In ads, the commodities of industrial 
society were presented as means of circumventing the 
ills of industrial life, The reality of life within the factory 
only tended to cast aspersions on the visions of happi- 
ness projected in consumer ideology, and it was an 
essential principle of commercial propaganda that de- 
piction of this reality be avoided at all costs. 


Mark O'Dea, a leading New 


York advertising. executive, wrote that the key to suc- 
cessful advertising copy was the ability to “ 
ple from the limitations of their own lives.”

If you accept nuclear power plants, you also accept a techno- 
scientific-industrial-military elite. Without these people in 
charge, you could not have nuclear power. You and I getting to- 
gether with a few friends could not build such a plant, nor could 
we handle or store the radioactive waste products that remain 
dangerous to life for thousands of years. The wastes, in turn, 
determine that future societies will have to maintain a technolo- 
gical capacity to deal with the problem and the military capabil- 
ity to protect the wastes 

In all of these instances, the basic form of the technology de- 
termines the way it will be used, who will use it and to what 
ends? 

And so it is with television. Far from being "neutral", TV is 
а narrow channel through which much perception and information 
may not pass. Dozens of technical limitations define the bounda- 
ries of the medium's content. Some information can be convey- 
ed totally on television, some in only a very distorted way; but 
most knowledge useful to human understanding of the comple 
ties of existence cannot be conveyed. 

Not accidentally, the kinds and forms of information that can 
pass through fit the interests of the handful of corporations that 
dominate TV. For them, television is an instrument of psychic 
colonization, funnelling human awareness into a hard-edged re- 
ality based upon saleable products. That television serves that 
reality was obvious to those corporations soon after TV's in- 
vention, It should have been obvious to us as well. 

Beyond the way it filters information, we have seen that the 
TV signal itself produces a hypnotic-addictive effect in viewers. 
The way the image is processed in the brain suppresses creative 
thought. In many ways, TV is akin to sense deprivation, leaving 
the viewer totally passive, lost within implanted images. 

With these effects of television and many others--above all, 
the inherehtly centralized nature of its technology--are consid- 
ered together, we веб that as entire nation of human beings is 
being redesigned and unified to fit in with the passive, anomic, 
commodity-based economy, the civilization of freeways, sky- 
Scrapers, suburbs and supermarkets that is today's dominant 
form of social organization. There is an ideology in TV's tech- 
nology itself. To speak of television as "neutral" and therefore 
subject to change is as absurd as speaking of the reform of a 
technology such as guns.

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Any viable revolutionary movement must 
arise out of the needs, aspirations, and strug- 
gles of the working class. The tactics must be 
geared toward aiding and stimulating working 
class organization and struggle. To the extent 
that it does this effectively it gains credibility 
among the workers as well as the respect for 
its overall goal. To the extent that it fails to do 
this, it remains isolated from the masses and 
sterile as a revolutionary force. 

While we. are highly critical of the Commun- 
ist Party USA, some of the strategies they de- 
veloped during their work with the popular 
struggles of the 1930's are still valid. Ina USA 
with an anti-communist working class, what 
Rosa Luxemburg said in 1904 is more pertinent 
for revolutionaries today than in the 1930's. 
"The unification of the great mass of the people 
with a goal that goes beyond the whole establish- 
ed order must be coupled with the daily struggle 
within established society in order to prompt re- 
volutionary overthrow. This is the dialectical 
contradiction of the communist movement which 
must develop consistently between two obsta- 
cles; the loss of its mass character and the aban- 
donment of its goal by becoming a sect or abour- 
geois reformist movement. " 

History reveals a partial solution to this 
problem when we look to a strategy of pressing 
for demands that are of revolutionary self-in- 
terest to the working class. The CP brought 
socialist consciousness to vastly more Amer- 
icans ав a result of this strategy. Its immer- 
sion in the popular struggles of the 30's, organ- 
izing around the defense of blacks, the unem- 
ployed, and farmers, had far more impact than 
the strategies that emphasized socialist propa- 
ganda and agitation as the solution for the econ- 
omic crisis. After examining the historical re- 
ality of the 1930's we see that had the CP failed 
to associate with the workers and the New Deal 
Liberals in the intense political conflict over во- 
cial problems and in trade union organizations, 
its consequent isolation from the masses of wor- 
ing people would have rendered it impotent in 
the struggles against the very real threat of 
world domination by the Axis powers and the re- 
actionary elements pushing an indigenous Amer- 
ican fascism. 

We can, with hindsight, see these strategies 
as reformist and ultimately co-optive, but to 
the people involved they were of everyday, life- 
вау of ге- 
volutionary self-interest borrows from these ех- 
регіепсев. We must discover and develop new 
self-interest demands that cannot be met struct- 
urally under the present system. These dem- 
mands can then become the focal points for re- 
volutionary activity. Only an organization 
that exists as a means to attaining these goals, 

and not as an end in itself will be in the "van- 
guard". 

This criticism must be levelled at the pre- 
sent parties if we examine the reality of Amer- 
ican life, not the parties' proclamations and 
wishful fantasies, We see that the parties don't 
do what they claim to be the rationale of their 
existence; consciousness raising, party build- 
ing, and mass organizing. Many capitalist 
forms, if not content, pervade all of the organ- 
ization and functioning of the parties. Capitalist 
marketplace competition is mirrored in the ef- 
forts of sects to recruit members into their 
clubs. Communism has become the anti- com- 
modity with different brands forsale, the pro- 
duct being advertised by word of mouth or from 
the party tewspapef. Inter-party relationships 
vary from minor jesting to street fighting. A 
few weeks ago.members of the RCP and some 
Iranian students beat up SWP cadre in Houston, 
thus proving their"¢orrect line - Clint Eastwood 
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style. While the sectarian central committees, 
ever clarifying "marxist-leninist science", bat- 
tle over the correct line on the USSR and China, 
the U.S, bourgeoise is left free to attack the 
working class, With the impending crisis of 
World monopoly capitalism we have to ask why 
it is that "comrades" fight it out among them- 
selves instead of uniting in a collective strug- 
gle against the state and capital. 

In the aftermath of Stalinism we must соп- 
demn the denial of the psychological aspects of 
our existence for the failure of revolution. 
Some facets of the bourgeois personality struc- 
ture are of primary importance to the forces of 
counterrevolution, The bourgeois ethic of the 
performance principle and the individual com- 
petitive ego are not necessarily escaped by a 
rejection of capitalism. We see them mani- 
fested not only in the structure and personal 
functioning within the parties, but in many per- 
sons claiming to be communists, socialists, or 
anarchists, 

Another failure of most revolutionaries is 
their inability to overcome the brainwashing of 
patriarchy. Radical feminists claim patriarchy 
is the root of women's oppression. Patriarchy 
is a necessary mainstay of capitalist production. 
Patriarchy divides male and female into domi- 
nant and subordinate castes on the basis of gen- 
der, and thus polarizes human sexuality and 
per, ity into masculine and feminine dimen- 
sioni his division eroticizes power, aggres- 
jonin теп, Аз a result, male sexual func- 
tioning operates as the instrument of women's 


gender role socialization has now so en. 
veloped our psyche that our competitive ego de- 
mands that all our relationships revolve around 
the dichotomies of dominant/submissive, screw- 
er/screwed. Both the movie "Short Eyes" and 
the writings of Jean Genet reveal this ethic, 
There are no women in either Pinero's prison 
от in Genet's homosexual subculture. This al- 
lows us to see that sex roles are not based on 
biology, but on culture. In Genet we see the 
same relations of power dominance, except the 
"males" and "females" are all biological males. 
Sex roles are not simply arbitrary, but are the 
primary function of an oppressive social system, 
The antithesis of this oppressive society, com- 
munism, is now impossible without the complete 
arganic liberation of women and the disintegra- 
tion of all вех. го]ез. 

It is also essential to criticize the organiza- 
tional structure of the sects which is basically 
the same as that of the bolsheviks in 1917. The 
core of leninism is the disciplined political par- 
ty in which internal 'debate' may be allowed but 
whose members unite in carrying out the party's 
agreed upon program. It is asserted that only 
such a party can make a successful socialist rev- 
olution, The formula includes a union of the 
worker's movement with a small, centralized, 
hierarchial party of high intellectual and moral 
quality imbued with the complete mastery of 
revolutionary socialist doctrine. "The danger 
plainly inherent in this doctrine is the tempta- 
tion to exalt organization as a necessary means 
to revolution and revolution as an end in itself." 
(Е.Н. Carr) The question of how this organiza- 
tion is to "wither away" is evaded. Thus, we 
are left with the impression that we need this or- 
ganization to make the revolution. Then after 
the revolution is victorious ‘everything ‘will work 
itself out by "The Leninist Law of Scientific Pro- 
gress" which says that "good will eventually pre- 
vail over evil", 

The sectarianism and dogmatism of all pre - 
sent parties can be partially accounted for by 
the elevation of revolution to a "science" with 
rules, absolutes, and matherhatical certainties. 
The bolshevik party elevated revolution to a 
science and much like capital did to the capital- 
ist it became а 'hidderfhand', a power over them. 
They became slaves to the very science they had

created. The art of revolution was elevated to 

а "science" predictable as that of the science of 
matter. From this it followed, all that was ne- 
eded were scientists and technicians who knew 
the secrets of this "science" to put its laws in- 
to effect. They never seemed to be aware that 
"science" and "technology" were functions of 
capitalist practise, its techniques of human dom- 
ination, its politics. Lenin expropriated his re- 
volution from the proliteriat much as the capital- 
ist does his surplus value, Marx would have be- 
en very surprised to learn that his description in 
"Capital" of the capitalist factory inserted within 
the general explanation of capitalism could 

serve as the model of the leninist revolutionary 
party. 

Within industrial capitalism the new force 
created by the workers! cooperation functions 
like a collective-force, but does not belong to 
the collectivity itself, It exists purely for the 
benefit of authority, i.e., capitalism. The 
capitalist, in turn, brings about the co-opera- 
tive worker - an omnipresent body whose in- 
dividuals are its members with the capitalist 
as the head. The essential function of this div- 
ision of labor is to keep the capitalist in a po- 
sition of power. The leninist view of the party's 
relationship to the proletariat employs the same 
division of labor and for much the same purpose. 
The capitalist and the leninist party both organ- 
ize and disorganize the working class. They 


organize it in subjugating it to the production === 
under its direction, They disorganize it in pre- 

venting it as much as possible from recognizing 

itself as a class by monopolizing. all political 

forms. Leninism simply replaces the accumu- = 


lation of capital with the construction of social- 
ism in people's consciousness, This socialism, 
like capitalism, employs the working class for 
theachievementof an end which escapes them, 
and which expropriates them even more, The 
postponement of revolution is as infinite as the 
accumulation of capital. The revolution is al- 
ways in the "Беуоп4" for the leninist party. 

The internal logic of the leninist organi- 

zation is bureaucratic centralism, and its "goal" 

-is inscribed in the structure of its organization, 
This logic makes the pros and cons about the 
dictatorship of the proletariat seem academic at 
best, when it is plain that the leninist parties 
have never been partisans of the dictatorship of 
the proletariat, they have always been partisans 


ues after the revolution. Over the years the 
state becomes more centralized, under the party 
at first, then under the central committee, and 
finally under the single dictator. Our assertion 
of how this happens is in the nature of the party 
organization and function; the party already рге- 
figures a totalitarian society. м 

The psychological aspects of authoritarian 
relationships in bourgeois patriarchal culture 
also play a large part in this development . 
People look for leaders to guide them in their 
everyday lives as the father guides the family. 
Amirrorimage of this ethos runs throughout 
leninist organizations. The party is at first the 
self-proclaimed leader in the guise of the cen- 
tral committee. The central committee is = 
eventually supplanted by the party chairman, the 
selection process waged by competitive struggle 
with the strongest man winning. Then all the 
qualities of the proletariat and party are person- 
ified in the leader, the father figure, the sole 
purveyor of "revolutionary truth". 

We raise these criticisms because their ra- 
mifications go far beyond the actual parties in- 
volved. The future is a continuation of the pre- 
sent, ме must envision what а new collective of 
revolutionaries might be like. We believe that 
overcoming bourgeois domination through a cul- 
tural/sexual revolution to be one of the most im- 
portant tasks facing revolutionaries who want to 
engage in united struggle against the state. Re- 
volutionaries must anticipate collective life. A 
prefiguration of the ends must always be evident 
inthe means. It is more important that a revo- 
lutionary tradition be carried over than an or- 
ganizational form incapable of adapting to chang- 
ing conditions. A new communist discipline 
must oppose capitalist forms of discipline that 
confront us as an external, coercive power. Ив 
discipline must be self-imposed. People will 
function as a collective force when they want to, 
notywhen they are ordered to. After all, "is it 
the intention that there should always be rulers 
and ruled, or is the objective to create condi- 
tions in which the division is по longer песев- 
sary?" (Gramsci) *

MORE GORE 


The woes of Democratic Kampuchea continue 
unabated; while fighting on the Vietnamese 
front is nearly continous along the 1,100 km 
border, new largescale battles have broken out 


over disputes on the Thai border. Cambodian 
losses in battle are enormous while nearly a 
quarter-million Cambodians are refugees in 
Vietnam or Thailand. In the recent past over 

a million Cambodians were murdered in 

Richard "I g ave them a sword" Nixon's maniac 
and secret bombings of 1970-75. Khymer purges 
sinte the fall of Phnom Penk in April 1975 have 
taken at least another million lives through this 
past summer while the war takes more lives, 
many more-- all this from a total population 

of less #һап веуеп million in 1970. The over- 
riding national policy seems to be geno-suicide 
while the world watches in helpless amazement.

influence in Kampuchean policy, supports 
Pol Pot's Khymer government very reluctantly, 
drawn into the area more through political 
desire to oppose Russian hegemony in Vietnam 
and Laos. Zbiginiew Brzezinski, Carter's 
alphabet soup National Security Advisor, has 
made the simplistic assertion that the fighting 
is a 'war by proxy’, that the actions of the 
Indochinese states are controlled by directives 
from the larger countries. In China's case, 
considering the absurb cruelties of the Pol Pot 
regime, this is especially insulting, The 
Chinese, with their own troubles, could not 
hope to control the present Cambodian govern- 
ment. Even if they were able, no clear course 
сап Ье seen. If they do nothing and Cambodia 
falls, the Chinese would be faced with the 
prospect of a united Vietnamese Indochina 
supported by Russia. If they instead actively 
support the Khymers, Cambodia would likely 
fall anyway-- and the lesson would not be 
lost that China had been unable to help a 
friendly neighbor. * 

Inside Democratic Kampuchea conditions 
deteriorate, The war has, if anything, 
stepped up Khymer purges. Anyone now is 


suspect, anyone capable of reading, writing 
or thinking for themselves has become a 
target.

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Political terrorism is not new. It has been 
around for a long time, for as long as there 

have been politicians. Governments have been 
using explosives for terroristic purposes since 
its invention. The "threat of nuclear terrorism" 


Å has been with us since Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
Ё except that it Ваз Ъееп not во much a threat as 


a reality, which has helped to shape our lives 
since 1945--or rather, to mis-shape them. It 

is grimly amusing to hear politicians solemnly 
warn about this "new" threat, when they have 
been using nuclear blackmail to help them "gov- 
ern" the world for 30 years. There is likewise 
some macabre humor in the spectacle of numer- 
ous "world leaders" self-righteously making 
their predictable denunciations of "terrorists" 

as a threat to civilization, since it is these 

same politicians and "statesmen" and indus- 

trial and religious "leaders" who never hesi- 

tate to shower humanity with millions of tons of 
bombs whenever it might help to further the "па- 
tional interest" of whatever ruling class in which- 
ever imperialist squabble they happen to be in- 
volved. 

Terror is the basis of every government. 
People will not obey their rulers--whether they 
are called capitalist or socialist or communist, 
or "democratic" or totalitarian-~without the 
threat of force, and force is violence. АП who 
govern do so through terror or the threat of it, 
however masked it may be by their mechanisms 
and institutions or propaganda and persuasion. 
Human beings will not voluntarily allow their ex- 
quisitely sensitive and intelligent bodies and 


over three million when the city was filled 
with refugees in 1975, has dropped to less 
than 20,000 in December of 1977, The old 
have been killed off by hunger, disease and 
strain, the defeated Lon Nol army largely 
massacred, the bourgeoise wiped out or 
allowed to flee the country. What is left is 
а nation (and an army) of children. The average 
age in Phnom Penh, according to Scat vian 
diplomats who visited in December, ове 
to twenty and most seem to be newcomers to 
‘the'city. “Useless banknotes lie in the streets: 
the Khymers blew up the state bank. Side 
streets are blocked off and used for market 
gardens. There is only one store in the city, 
a diplomatic outlet that services the repre- 
sentatives of China, Laos, Yugoslavia, 
Albania, Egypt, and North Korea, the only 
nations that recognize the Khymer government, 
James Fenton, іп a fascinating article in 
the New Statesman (vol 95 #2442), provides 
a disturbing rationale of the Cambodian 
experience: "Гог the clue to Cambodian 
politics and character, and the clue to the 
events of the last few days, is the nightmare 
within the nightmare-- this fear of total 
extinction. . Look at Cambodia on а map--~ 
see how little coastline it has, and how 
eerily Thailand has eaten at its share. 
Look at the Mekong Delta, look as far as 
Saigon-- all that was Cambodia once. It is 
really not incredible to a Cambodian that the 
Vietnamese should decide to initiate a final 
solution. .. the fear of extinction, the (past) 
experience of Chinese domination of the cities, 
the experience of the Vietnamese, the exper- 
ience at the hands of the French and the 
Americans...'! this has shaped the outlook 
of the Khymer military, especially the "boy 
soldiers of the Khymer Rouge (who) must 
have felt that their bravery would win them 
whatever they wanted. They were the sacri- 
ficial elite of the society. Everything was 
organised around their impending deaths, " 
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minds to be destroyed by the exhausting and тпоп- 

otonous rhythms of the factories and fields. We 

will not, without coercive programming backed 

up by "legal" enforcement, submit to the grotes- 

quely inhuman requirements of "morality" im- 

posed on us to serve the needs of the rulers. 

Nor will we of our own free will live in the bar- 

ren, pestilential, carcinogenic slag heaps of 

destroyed environment where government and ` 
industry billet us. 

Who are these terrorists who deal in destru - 
ction which must be measured in megatons, who 
have become a threat not only to civilization, but 
even to our existence? Many are the bored, 
indulged off-spring of generations of pampered 
terrorists before them. Others are severely 
disturbed extremists with a lust for riches, 
bloodshed and power, and an insatiable сгау- 
ing for attention and idolization, Some few are 
probably just idealistic old people who have got- 
ten jn with a bad crowd. But whoever they are, 
they must be stopped. It is time for all the peo- 
ple of the world to unite in an all out effort to і 
subdue this small but extremely dangerous min- 
ority of capitalists and "socialist" rulers who 
are devoting their lives to our daily destruction. 

Recently the attorney general of California р 
stated publicly that the only way to deal with x 
terrorism is to kill terrorists. He may be

Little wonder that the Khymer regime remains 
steeped in permanent militarism, slavery and 
gloom. 

The Viet border war remained undeclared, 
although certainly no secret. Vietnam, while 
moving elements of eight divisions and hundreds 
of tanks deep inside Cambodian territory, 
proclaimed its "respect for the sovereignty 
and territorial integrity of all nations, 
particularily of its neighbors." Radio Phnom 
Penh hailed the "great historic victory" in 
pushing out all "Vietnamese aggressor forces" 
while in the same broadcast demanding Hanoi 
remove its troops from Cambodian land as a 
precondition for talks. 

The Vietnamese are in a double bind. 

They cannot afford the consequences of a 
military victory, which would cast them in } 
the role of imperialists and turn the other 

nations of southeast asia, already leary of 

the powerful Viet army, solidly against 

them. They cannot unilaterally withdraw to 

their own borders and hope for peace. 

The Khymer hypernationalists would continue 

their guerilla actions keeping the Viet army 

continually mobilized, And the Viets cannot 

remain where they are-- Pol Pot relentlessly 

throws everything in his army against them, 

scouring the country again and again for 

recruits of any description; soon the govern- 

ment must collapse into a pure vacuum, 

One solution-- perhaps the only solution. 
may lie in the ere А of Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk. The visit of Teng Ying-chao, 
widow of Chou En-lai and a strong supporter 
of Sihanouk, to Cambodia in January suggests 
that the Chinese are aware of, and perhaps 
sympathetic to, this course. After her 
departure, Pol Pot took to the airwaves with 
the declaration that '"We*should unite as much 
as possible the revolutionary forces and pro- 
gressive forces in accordance with Khymer 
foreign policy, " a statement seen as holding 
а hint of moderation. .. 

The Viets, if assured of this possibility, 
would be content to wait out the war until 
Pol Pot and his Khymers collapse or are 
forced from control. Sihanouk ruling a 
higkly depleted Cambodia would certainly 
be an attractive alternative and despite his 
Chinese leanings, his debt to Vietnam would 
be obvious. In 1970 Viet Premeir Pham Van 
Dong, meeting with Pol Pot and Jeng Sary in 
Peking, stated "Under the banner of Sihanouk 
the largest union of Cambodian people is 
possible" and nothing in recent history should 
have changed that view. If anything, Sihanouk 
becomes more attractive in a less than ideal 
world.

A very newsworthy paper for its scant four 
pages is the respectable Pyongyang Times 
(PT), put out weekly by Kimilsungist syco- 
phants in North Korea, One thing stands out 
immediately--the amazing modesty and hu- 
mility of "the great respected and beloved 
leader" Kim П Sung--living proof that "Com- 
munist" society can overeome ego and the 
capitalist mentality behind it. As can be seen 
in the reproductioa printed here, the three 
lead stories feature the actions of the "Great 
Leader Comrade Kim П Sung." It was appar- 
ently a pretty dull week, if we are to assume 
that PT features the week's top news items. 
Most importantly, Kim received the new Au- 
strian ambassador. Almost as important, Kim 
"sent in person" a film of the visit of Cam- 
bodian tyrant Pol Pot. Of third-most impor- 
tance, we are informed that the Great Leader 


Comrade Kim П Sung received a message from 


the dictator of Madagascar. Getting down to 
the nuts and bolts, the front page lists the 
various dictators around the world who were ` 
privy to a telegram from the Great Leader, 
among them, in addition to various "socialist 
bloc" and leftist African flihrers, the emir of 
Kuwait, the shah of Iran, and Emperor Bokas 
sa I of the Central African Empire. 

The above is typical of the personality 
cult demanded by a two-bit punk like Kim. 
But North Korea's labor policies; summar- 
ized in PT, show why the North is as bru- 
tally fascist and anti-worker as the US pup- 
pet regime in the South, To quote: "Тһе work 
ers in all parts of the country are now hasten. 
ing production and construction in the spirit
